I he territorial affairs committee reported 
back with au.e dnienta bouse b i l l No. 53, 
rejatlnu to county commlaaions vacancies, 
H iiniiending its passage. J'iaced on gen­
eral orders. 

* >n motion general orders were dispensed 
with, and council took a recess until l .to 

I'pon resuming counci l went into com 
nmtee of the whole, Conrad in the chair, 
and considered council b i l l No . 54, to n un 
burs*- sheriffs, was considered and adopted 
section by section and recommended to be 
reported back without recorneiendatlon. 
House hi l l No. 64, concerning municipal in-

. rations, was next considered and one 
voked considerable discussion. Cole raised 
the ouestion ot constitutionality on section 
S. He didn't think a legislature had power 
to compel people to submit to the wlslies of 
an adjoining city or city council . The sec­
tion was passed over temporarily. 

On the consideration of the fo l lowing 
section Cole said he thought the bill w is 
Improperly drawn. He understood it went 
thiough the house without being r e a d -
simply 'Jeing read by title. He would 
move that it be referred to special commit­
tee f o j revision. Aa it stood now it would 
lake until '1 hureday night at 11 o'clock to 
consider i t It was very queerly construct­
ed. 

Middleton said If the b i l l an pasted the 
house it was done s o o n the recommenda­
tion of a joint judiciary committee, five-
i lxths ot whom were lawyers; they bail de­
voted much time to its consideration and 
carefully discussed the points upon which 
any question of legality might he raised, 
i f , because the b i l l originated In Sl iver 
Mow, the council thought there was a "nig­
ger tn the wood pi le" l i e wanted them to 
k i l l It r ight here in the committee. He 
didn't want to tee it referred to a commit­
tee again, aa such a course would result In 
its demise any way. 

Silver How Thompson spoke in favor of 
considering the b i l l *n committee ot the 
whole. It waa the duty of the body to do 
ao. The I. .it* ci ty council had prepared it 
with great care aa wel l aa the joint judi-
cisr> committee, and It deserved consult ia 
Uon. 

Middleton—1 have just learnrd from the 
engrossing clerk of the house that that 
body considered the b i l l In committee of 
the whole, section by section. 

Cole then withdrew has motion and pre­
pared an amendment 

On motion of Kennedy the committer 
took a recess of five minutes and council 
resumed to receive the enroll ing commit 
tee's report The president then signed 
bouse b i l l No. IS and Kennedy's Auatral 
Ian b i l l , which Kennedy subsequently 
handed to the governor for his approval. 

Council again went into committee of the 
whole and section 3 was stricken out of 
the bi l l under consideration. 

Middleton, said he saw there waa a prev 
alent disposition to k i l l the b i l l , and tuo*ed 
that further consideration of it i»- indefi­
nitely postponed. He could not see the 
necessity of wasting time upon i t 

Hrown—1 deny the allegation; the bi l l 
k i l l s itself and should die. This was said 
with such pronounced emphasis that Con 
rad almost toppled off the chair, the win-
do flew half open, and a number of mem­
bers came rushing in f rom the house. A a 
soon as Conrad regained the chair, .Silver 
How Thompson spoke in opposition to the 
motion and said: The gentleman f rom 
Heaverhead has admitted he knows nothing 
of the b i l l , but st i l l he persist* in murder 
Ing It The bi l l waa al l right and he reiter­
ated his demand for its entire consideration. 

Hrown (In very mild tones)—! know aa 
much about the bi l l as the gentlemen f rom 
Silver How i louder i . but 1 w i l l suppress 
any measure that tends to take people's 
rights f rom them and 1 wi l l 'much louder j 
not vote for it and the gentleman from 
(shouting i Silver How can't force any legis­
lation in this council. 

The motion to indefinitely noetp< n« was 
lost on a tie vote, and matters progressed 
nuoothly until section 4 waa reached, 
which was adopted, and Hrown moved to 
arise. Carried. , . _^ 

When council resumed Conrad reported 
as recommended and a*k«d leave to sit 
again for the consideration of the muni ­
cipal incorporation hi l l . 

Hrown moved to adjourn until 7 p. m., 
and Conrad amended this to adjourn until 
10 o'clock today. As many of the mem 
tiers wanted to see J . K Keiiinetthe amend­
ment arrted and council adjourned.

Daly plans of Improvement of the Montana 
Muion. so that It would be In a position to 
give satisfaction to the Anaconda com­
pany. These plans contemplated double-
tracking of the road from South Hutte to 
the At -onda mine and the construction 
of a li from the Silver How canyon to 
Anaconda by way of (iregson's, and the 
remodeling of the railroad yards at Stuart, 
Anaconda aud Hutte. Mr. Daly agreed not 
to build an Independent line In case 
these improvements were made at once. 
Mr. Law made out a report recommending 
the Improvements mentioned aud sub­
mitted It to Mr . Holcomb, one of the 
executive board of the Montana I 'nion rail 
way. Mr. Holcomb agreed that the Cnlon 
Pacific should l>ear its proportion of the 
expense for building the Improvements. 
Yesterday Mr . (lakes, In the presence ot 
Mr. Daly , agreed that the North, rn Pacific 
should hear Its proportion, and the Im­
provements In question have already been 
begun. A small force of men was put at 
work on the Hutte Improvements, and con­
tracts for the other work wi l l be let at once, 
so that the work can he pushed aa soon as 
the weather opens. Mr. haw statea that 
by agreement the Anaconda company wi l l 
not construct a separate line. 

I n i o n r a r l A Y C u t i a t r u c t i o n . 
The t ' n lon Pacific Rai lway company has 

now about five hundred men at work in 
h-fferson canon, having recovered poa-
session of the old grade there f rom which 
a small force of the company's laborers 
wrre ejected by s Northern Pacific force 
last week. The C n l o n Pacific graders are 
protected by the sheriff, and it Is cip»*cted 
that the work w i l l not be further inter­
rupted. A n official of the t 'n lon Pacific 
company said yesterday that there was 
ample room through the canon for the 
tracks of both railways, and that the I nion 
Pacific was merely asserting its right to 
hold a grade which belonged to it. 

A corps of Cnlon Pacific engineers has 
gone into the Missouri river canon to re-
viac the lines already surveyed, prepare 
lory to putting a large force of gratters at 
work on its proposed line f rom Dil lon to 
Helena via the Heulder and Jefferson val 
ley s and Oal la t ln .
